One year ago today Emperor Nicholas abdicated a3 


autocrat of Russia -and yeeterday the all-Russian congreaa 
of Soviets by an overwhelming vote agreed to German 
peace terms. 


German militarism takes from the present Russian gov- 


ernment thousands of square miles of land and millions of 
inhabitants contained in the former imperial territories of 
Finland, Poland, Cqurland, Lithuania, Esthonia, Livonia 
and the Ukraine in Europe and Batoum, Kars and Erivan 
in the Caucasus. The Russian army must demobilize, the 
Russian, fleet is interned land favorable trade agreements 
are to be given Germany and her allies. 


Announcement of allied policy toward Russia and of 


Japanese intentions in eastern Siberia probably will follow 
quickly the news -that the Lenine government after four 
months of rule, has surrendered completely to the demands 
of Germany and opened up the vast European and Asiatic 
territories to German economic and military penetration. 


The question of Japanese intervention in Siberia has 


brought from Foreign Secretary Balfour, in the British 
house of commons, the declaration that he had every con- 
fidence in Japan's loyalty in any action it might be decided 
to take in the Far East. Japan, he said, would act as the 
friend of : Russia and as the emissary of the entente govern- 
ments in helping Russia to combat German penetration and 
save the revolution. 


American troops have made their first permanent ad- 


vance into the German positions on the western front. 
Northeast of Badonvillers, in the Luneville sector, trenches 
which the enemy was forced to abandon have been consoli- 
dated with the American first line. 
Repeated American 


raids on this sector and the effective work of the American 
gunners forced the Germans to give up the trenches. Ger- 
man efforts to regain the lost positions were repulsed by 
General Pershing's men. 


The new position gives the American and French 


troops higher ground from which to operate against the 
common foe. Badonvillers is eight miles west of 'the Ger- 
man frontier and is almost directly west of Strassburg, capi- 
tal of Alsace. The American position here is about eigh- 
teen miles southeast of the Rhine-Marne canal where the 
Americans first entered the trenches last November. 


On both the Luneville and Toul sectors the American 


artillery has been firing many shells into the German posi- 
tions/ Northwest of Toul, German plans for a gas attack 
again were frustrated when the American gunners destroy- 
ed four groups of gas projectors which had been placed in 
position. German batteries, trenches, wire entanglements 
nad. other military targets are being harrassed by the heavy 
fire of the Americans. , ; - 


Fighting activity on the British front from Ypres 


south toward Arras continues at a sharp pitch. On the 
hitherto quiet sector between Armentieres and Vermelles, 
about fifteen miles, the German artillery fire continues in- 
tense, as it has been for several days past. A strong Ger- 
man detachment attempted a raid on this front but was 
thrown back by the Portuguese. On the southern end of 
the Ypres sector, Australian troops have been successful 
in raids into enemy lines and in repulsing German raiding 
parties. 
There has been heavy artillery firing on the 


French front and the French have repulsed three German 
raids.

UNIVERSAL MILITARY 


TRAINING. 


The rush to secure legislation for 


universal military training has been 
so strong under the impulse and 
feeling engendered by the war that 
there has been but one side des- 
cussed during the last year. In fact 
one would be in danger of being 
termed a slacker or pacifist to suf- 
gest. that we had better think the 
matter over seriously before com- 
mitting ourself to any such program 
as has been outlined by the radical 
exponents of universal military serv - 
ice. - We see tbe necessity of some 
universal military preparation but 
we believe the extent and character 
of such, military service can not now 
be wisely determined, and that our 
big .fob at present is preparation 
for the war we are now in which in- 
cludes military training- of all kinds. 
There is too much danger of going 
too far in this legislation if passed 
at the present time, and until we 
know what the tejms of peace irill- 
be we will not know the extent of 
the .universal service 
required.^—
